Quastad, Chair, called the meeting to order. All in attendance recited the Pledge of Allegiance. Motion by Pluth, second by Hansen to
approve the minutes from last week’s meeting, also approving them for publication. All ayes, motion carried.

During Public Forum, Hansen reported that Deb Seylar has declined the appointment to the Early Childhood Board and Hansen
reported on the Early Childhood meeting she attended. The Board will research other appointment avenues. Hansen also reported that
Jerry Steinberger who has served on the Armstrong Benefited Fire District Board, also has declined reappointment. Appointment to
the Armstrong Benefited Fire Department Board will be put on next week’s agenda.

Emmet County Attorney, Melanie Summers Bauler joined the meeting and reported to the Board that her and Supervisor Hansen
attended last night’s Armstrong City Council meeting. She reported that Chief Merrill was put on unpaid suspension last night and
that Clerk Lange was put on unpaid leave. She also reported that Mayor Greg Buum has resigned. Sheriff Martens will continue to
cover law enforcement in Armstrong 24/7 and that the next step for law enforcement in Armstrong will be looked at after the City
deals with budgets and payroll issues.

If the City of Armstrong does not appoint a new member to the City Council, then a special election would be needed. The
appointment would only be until November’s regular combined city/school election.

Auditor Sathoff has been working with Armstrong City Council members on the Max Tax Levy publication and budget along with
Beth Burton from the City of Estherville and Ted Nellesen of the lowa Department of Management.

Quastad asked Summers Bauler’s opinion on the Memorandum of Understanding that is later on the agenda. Summers Bauler briefly
reviewed as Auditor Sathoff explained the Memorandum of Understanding between the Office of the Chief Information Officer of the
State of lowa (OCIO) and Emmet County. IT Director, Lisa Rosburg has taken advantage of many free security equipment and
programs offered by the OCIO and this memorandum is required to continue with the programs. The document clearly defines the
relationship between all parties involved and what responsibilities each has.

Emmet County Engineer, Walter Davis-Oeth joined the meeting telephonically via Zoom. Dan Burton from the County Engineer’s
office also joined the meeting along with Emmet County Weed Commissioner, Bryan Kruse. The Board reviewed the proposed
change to the spraying policy prepared by B&W Control Specialist’s Don Reefer. The consensus of the Board was to proceed with the
early application program with an option for fence line treatment later. Davis-Oeth said that no motion was needed today to approve
and that they will proceed with the consensus.

Burton introduced Resolution 21-07, Sign Replacement Program for Cities & Counties with the lowa Department of Transportation.
This program could approve up to $10,000 per year for sign replacements.
